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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the 35 USC 1 03(a) rejection over claims 8-1 0 as 
being unpatentable over Lubbesmeyer et al in view of US 5,639,617 and DRG Instruments GmbH is maintained for reasons of record set 
forth in the final action mailed on 1 1/21/07, pages 3-4. Applicants argue that Lubbesmeyer does not teach a method for detection of sepsis 
by establishing a correlation between endotoxemia and proANF but between ANF and endotoxemia. However, contrary to Applicants 
arguments, the '617 patent teaches a method for the early detection of sepsis using a prohormone, procalcitonin. DRG INstruments GmbH 
teaches antibodies selective for pre-pro-ANF. Since Lubbesmeyer teaches the correlation between ANF and sepsis and '617 teaches 
diagnosis of sepsis by determining the level of procalcitonin, it would have been prima facie obvious one of skill in the art to use the pre- 
ANF antibodies taught by DRG Instruments GmbH in the method taught by Lubbesmeyer and the motivation is provided by '617 which 
teaches the correlation between a prohormone and sepsis. Applicants are reminded that if Lubbesmeyer taught all the limitations of the 
instant claims this rejection would be a 35 USC 102(b) rejection rather than a 35 USC 103 rejection. 
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
